Washington’s first project-city, located 18 miles from 
the Capitol at Reston, Virginia, has recently shown to the 
press four striking houses designed by Charles M. Goodman, 
F. A. I. A. and Cholethiel Smith, F. A. I. A. (These houses 
represent the beginning of a 6,810-acre project that will 
in time house 75,000 people; the project is expected to 
include a 960-acre industrial park, shops, offices, high- 
risers, golf courses, schools, etc.—a complete city.) 

Shown here is a version of the Charles M. Goodman 
house, nestled in the hills above Lake Anne. Very modern in 
feeling, this unusual three-level brick home is luxurious 
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($36,000) from top to bottom, as is indicated by the spa- 
cious arrangement of four large bedrooms, 2% baths, am- 
ple living-dining room, comfortable kitchen, large storage- 
utility area, and huge roof terrace. The overall layout of 
the home—that is, the separation of the rooms into the 
three levels—permits very complete separation of function: 
many members of a household can engage in many activities 
simultaneously without mutual interference.

architect of the First Village hillside cluster. Groups of town- 
houses have been arranged around intricately paved terraces, 
which in turn are leveled into a wooded hilltop. The Goodman 
Houses overlook the Village Center and Lake Anne. Sharp 
changes in roofline, varying sizes, and contrasting textures 
accented by vivid colors contribute to a townhouse setting of 
great beauty. A variety of designs and facilities include 2, 3 
and 4 bedrooms, rooftop terraces, balconies, playrooms, private 
studies, family rooms and recreation rooms. There is under- 
ground garage parking or carports for some models, large 
parking areas for others. Landscaped pedestrian paths, com- 
pletely free of traffic, lead to shops in the Village Center, 


schools and recreation facilities. The Goodman Houses are 
an ideal application of contemporaty townhouse design to a 


naturally wooded site. 


T he Suith 4douses_ ot RESTON 


The Smith cluster of townhouses with its soft pastel colors 
and charming balconies is reminiscent of a quaint French 
fishing village. All homes have a clear view of Lake Anne, 
and lakeshore townhouses have private boating and swimming 
facilities. There is an infinite variety of styles and models. 
Architect Chloethiel Woodard Smith, F.A.LA., has mixed 


sophisticated 2 bedroom gems with elegant 5 bedroom man- 


sions. Different family needs and tastes are provided for with 
2, 3, 4, and 5 bedrooms, libraries, studies, garages, two-story 
window views, bedrooms on a balcony and balconies off bed- 
rooms, roof terraces, decks, multiple fireplaces, covered garden 
loggias that can serve as boathouses, unusual family room and 
master bedroom-terrace arrangements. The Smith Houses are 
a short block or so from the Village Center and the daily 


convenience of city life. 
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The Village Center captures one of the most exciting aspects of 


the European “new town.” A broad, brick-paved plaza bordered 
by shops and townhouses circles Lake Anne. Architecturally 
designed bulkheads create a lagoon and sailing marina, and 
high above the Village Center rises a 15-story tower apartment. 
Shops, apartments above the shops in new-town fashion, a 


Community Center with an auditorium for little theatre groups, 


and a teen-age rathskellar, offices and townhouses create a 
busy village atmosphere. The Whittlesey & Conklin townhouses 
are an integral part of the Village Center. Directly on the 
lake, excellently designed, they include 2, 3 and 4 bedrooms, 
large recreation rooms, basement storage areas, living rooms 
looking over the lake, and in many models covered lakefront 
porches. The Whittlesey & Conklin Houses are literally in 
the heart of Reston’s First Village. 
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COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES AT RESTON 


The Lake Anne Community Center will open in the fall of 1965. It will be a 
focal point for residents desiring information and assistance in cultural, 
educational, recreational, religious, and social activities. It will have an 
auditorium divisible into two meeting rooms, a teen-age room, a lounge and 
kitchen, a branch library, and a pottery studio. Until the building opens, 

the Director has an office at the Reston Executive Office (telephone 471-4307). 


I. EDUCATION 


Schools, Grades 1-12: The Reston public schools, grades 1-12, are part of the 
Fairfax County Public School system (Earl C. Funderburk, Superintendent, 
Fairfax, Va., CR3-6500). Until schools are operating in Reston, children of 
residents here are attending the Herndon schools (James McFarland, Principal, 
Herndon High and Intermediate Schools; Dudley Page, Principal, Herndon Ele- 
mentary School); free bus transportation is provided. The first Reston 
Elementary School, grades 1-6, will open in September, 1966. 


Kindergarten-Nursery School: A school for three, four, and five-year olds 
will open in the Lake Anne Village Center on September 15, 1965. This will 

be a non-sectarian, modified cooperative school operated by Reston's Community 
Relations Department, with Mrs. Dorothy Bearman as Director. She can be 
reached for information at telephone 471-4307, and is now accepting regis- 
trations. 


Adult Education: Arrangements have been made for the University of Virginia 
and American University to offer courses, both credit and non-credit, span- 
ning the fields of arts and sciences, including fine arts. Technical courses 
will be developed as requested through the Virginia Polytechnic Institute. 
Some of these courses will be offered in morning hours, for housewives who 
did not finish their degree requirements, or who wish to take courses to 
enter the labor market. Those interested in specific courses may call

II. RELIGION 


Thirty-five church sites have been designated in Reston. The order in which 
the Protestant denominations are establishing churches was determined by the 
National Capital Area Council of Churches. In the First Village Center, the 
Methodists, Baptists, and Lutherans have purchased sites, and have plans for 
buildings under way. The Methodist Church has had a minister at work full 
time since October 15, 1964, the Reverend J. Robert Regan, Jr. He began 
services on December 6. The Baptist minister, the Reverend William Scurlock, 
came in February; services began in May, 1965. They welcome all Reston 
residents, prospective residents, and neighbors to these services. Community 
vespers are scheduled in Washington Plaza for each Sunday evening in August, 
7:30-8:30 p.m. 


The Catholic Church has purchased ten acres of land on which to build a church 
and school. The Episcopal Church has purchased its site. Other religious 
groups will be organized by residents as desired. Until their own buildings 
are ready, the Bowman House, the Community Center, and the Art Gallery may be 
available for services. 
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III. RECREATION 


Teen-age Activities: In the Community Center building will be a meeting room 
for young people in Grade 9 and above. This room will be off limits for all 
adults except the Community Center staff and others invited by the young people 
to assist them in whatever activities they wish to develop. 


Dance: The Evelyn Davis School of the Dance will offer classes in dance, drama, 
and speech at Reston commencing in October, 1965. Other groups will sponsor 
square and round dancing classes. 


Camping: For Reston residents and for organized groups, camping sites for day 
and overnight have been set aside. For information and permits, call Peter 
McCandless, 471-4307. 


Day Camping: In the summer of 1965, the Fairfax County Y.M.C-A. conducted a 
day camp at Reston. 


Hiking: There is ample opportunity for walking and hiking on paths and in the 
open areas. 


Gardening: Garden plots are available at a nominal rent. The Fairfax County 
Agricultural Extension Agent will provide consultative services. For rental 
information, call Peter McCandless, 471-4307. 


Tennis: Tennis clubs with all-weather courts will be set up in the Lake Anne 
Village Center and the Southern Village area. The courts in the Southern 
Village area will be ready by September 1, 1965. Members joining in 1965 
will pay dues for 1966, and may use the courts free for the rest of 1965. 
For information, call the Community Relations Department, 471-4307. 


Golf: The 18-hole Reston North Golf Course has been in play through 1964. 
Three 9-hole courses and another 18-hole course will be built. The North 
Course Clubhouse and Pro Shop have been open since June, 1964. The course is 
open to the public for play on a greens fee basis. Residents of Reston can 
reserve starting times; also available to residents are annual family and in- 
dividual weekday memberships. Employees of Fairfax County, including public 
school teachers, can play golf Monday through Friday at one-half the regular 
greens fee. 


Swimming: Two swimming clubs have been organized, one in the Lake Anne Village 
Center and one in the Southern Village area. During 1965 both clubs are using 
the pool in the Lake Anne Village Center area, which opened July 1. The pool 
in the Southern Village area will open in the spring of 1966. Both pools are 
Olympic-size. For membership information, call the Community Relations De- 
partment, 471-4307. 


Riding: Mr. David Butts is operating the Reston South Riding Center. He has 
twenty horses available there for hire, and twenty stalls for rent. The Center 
has an outdoor and an indoor riding ring. There will be smaller do-it-yourself 
stables available for rent in this area. Several miles of riding trails have 
been developed in the woods nearby. 


Dressage and Combined Training Competitions, held in the outdoor ring on Octo- 
ber 21, 1964, featured seven classes for both amateurs and professionals. This 
American Horse Show Association recognized special program featured the award 

of the Reston Trophy, presented by the parent corporation at Reston. The Madeira 
School Fall Horse Show was held here, and on August 14, 1965, the Truro Episcopal 
Church Horse Show Benefit. 
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Fishing: Lake Anne has been stocked with 34,000 bluegill and large-mouthed bass. 
Fishing here is by permit for Reston residents. For information call the Com- 
munity Relations Department, 471-4307. 


Playground Activities: Play spots for small children are located near each 
cluster of houses. Playgrounds for older children will offer excess construction 
materials for building as they wish. Paddle tennis courts, basketball goals, as 
well as baseball diamonds and football fields will be available in appropriate 
areas. The Y.W.C.A., the Y.M.C.A., and the Fairfax County Recreation Department 
will offer classes and supervised activities in these areas. 


IV. CULTURAL RESOURCES 


Art: An art gallery in the first level of the high rise will be open in the fall 
of 1965. The initial exhibition will be one of architecture, graphics, lighting, 
sculpture and other artistic compositions by artists who are contributing to the 

creation of Reston. 


Pottery classes will be offered in the Community Center Studio beginning in the 
fall of 1965. 


The Y.W.C.A. is holding a painting class on the lawn of the Bowman House. For 
information, call Mrs. Monie at 356-1900. 


Books: The library in the Community Center will be operated by Fairfax County, 
and is planned to open April 1, 1966. 


Sculpture: Gonzalo Fonseca is presently doing three major works, one in the 
Village Plaza, one between the high rise and garden apartments, and one de~ 
signed to add surprise and interest to the pedestrian underpass on the walkway 
from the Goodman cluster, 


Concerts: Arrangements are being made for concerts at Reston by local music — 
groups. Some of these will be given in the Community Center; others will be in 
appropriate outdoor areas. 


Lectures and Discussions: Residents can arrange for lecture and discussion 
groups at the Community Center. The Great Decisions seminar of the Foreign 
Policy Association was the first such program, held at the Bowman House for 
eight Sunday nights in February and March, 1965. 


Drama and Film: The auditorium of the Community Center, seating about 180 ; 
people, has a small stage and film projection equipment. A weekly film series, 
both art and entertainment, will be presented starting in the fall of 1965. 
Theater groups will use the building. 


Volunteer Opportunities: The Fairfax-Falls Church Health and Welfare Council 
will have a staff member at the Community Center to acquaint interested resi- 
dents with opportunities for volunteer work in various agencies throughout the 
metropolitan area. There will also be many opportunities for volunteer activi- 
ties at Reston--at the Community Center, Art Gallery, playgrounds, etc.

Reston’s Town Center is to include a full 
range of larger stores as well as hotels, a 


theater, museum, library and other entertain- 
ment, cultural and conference facilities. 


Light Indust 

Research and development industry, offices, 
and governmental agencies will be located in 
a special industrial reserve of some 900 acres 
which border on the Dulles Airport Highway. 
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Protective covenants will provide a means 
for conserving the natural beauty of residen- 
tial property and prohibiting detrimental uses 
of the land. Actual cost of maintenance of 
community facilities will be paid for by a mod- 
est annual assessment of not more than $40 a 
year through 1966. After that, it will not 
exceed one per cent of the assessed value of 
the lot. Automatic membership in the non- 
profit Home Owners Association is accorded 
to all home owners who build or buy. The Asso- 
ciation will be in charge of enforcing the pro- 
tective covenants, will fix assessments to cover 


actual costs and see that community facilities 
are maintained. (Copies of the covenants and 
the Charter and By-Laws of the Association 
are available upon request.) 


Trees and the “Year 2000 Plan” 


Reston is the first new community to be 
built as part of the “Year 2000 Plan,” the 
recommended growth pattern for the Wash- 
ington area. The Plan, endorsed by President 
Kennedy, envisions the creation of new com- 
munities on six corridors radiating from the 
capital. The corridor plan would save a max- 
imum amount of open, rural countryside and 
still accommodate an expected doubling of 
population in the Washington area by the 
year 2000. 

In addition, Reston itself places great stress 
on the conservation of countryside. A new 
County zoning statute, known as the Resi- 
dential Planned Community, has made it 
possible for planners and architects to allo- 
cate large portions of Reston for parks, 
recreation and other public uses. 

Whether you build, buy or rent at Reston, 
there will be trees to see, trees to climb and 
trees to sit under. 


The First Village 


Construction of the First Village, just south 
of Route 606, is scheduled to begin in Sum- 
mer, 1963. Homes and apartments there are 
expected to be ready for sale and rental in 
the Spring of 1964. 

The First Village center is at one end of the 
lake and is built around a pedestrian plaza. 
(Map of First Village shows the planned loca- 
tion of schools, lots, recreation facilities, 
churches, shopping, walks, and housing.) 


A multi-story apartment building, and two, 
three and four-level houses will be available on 
or close to the pedestrian plaza. 

Other housing, of varied sizes, is located a 
few minutes’ walk away in two housing 
clusters : 


LAKESIDE CLUSTER 


There are ninety houses ranging in size 
from two to five bedrooms in this group. Some 
are directly on the lake, others are situated 
around open park areas. Most of the houses 
have views of Lake Anne. A boat marina is 
adjacent to this cluster. 


HILL CLUSTER 


There are ninety houses, in three groups, 
ranging from two to six bedrooms. A large 
wooded dell is the central feature. 


You Can Build at Reston 


A limited number of building sites are now 
available.
